Double Paper Variety 
Of 15c Presidential 


Ted Wilkiinson of Elmira, N. 
Y., submits a copy of the 15c Pre- 
sidential, used, on double paper. 
This has not yet been listed al- 
tho several others are so listed. 

These paper variteies are crop- 
ping up quite often and they 
should be expected. When print- 
ing stamps by the old flat plate 
process there was slim chance of 
double paper varieties, but with 
the present rotary press where 
the paper comes from rolls, dou- 
ble paper varieties are very apt 
to occur.. A break in the web 
means that it must be patched 
together or else start anew and 
work the end of a roll of paper 
all through the press to begin 
printing again. Patching is the 
common practice and this means 
double paper as the paper is lap- 
ped over and pasted with scotch 
tape. The sheet showing the 
patch should be removed when 
it comes from the perforator and 
slitting machine, but is too oftea 
overlooked and that means a 
double paper variety. 

Watch your mixtures for such.

Morse, Alexander Graham Bell, 
Guglielmo Marconi and Or ville 
and Wilbur Wright, he had to send 
his messages by courier. 
The couriers, who ran their legs 
off for Herodotus, did a pretty 
fair job.

Future Of Roosevelt 
Collection Of Interest 
To Stamp Collectors 





There has been much printed 
in the press concerning the future 
of the stamp collection of our late 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
Various clubs have gone on re- 
cord with resolutions concerning 
this collection which is perhaps 
the most unusual stamp collection 
ever made in America. 

Besides having a personal in- 
terest in stamps and stamp col- 
lecting for years before he ever 
became president, during which 
period his collection was much 
along the same lines as other col- 
lections, Mr. Roosevelt came into 
a position where he had the op- 
portunity to receive from our 
stamp making bureau§ many 
things which if they should have 
come into the open market from 
any source would have created 
great excitement and a possible 
investigation as to their source. 

hrough his office as president 
of this great country he also re- 
ceived gifts from the rulers of 
many foreign lands. Knowing his 
interest in stamps, many of these 
gifts were in the form of stamps 
and frequently nc doubt, he has 
received partially finished 
stamps, proofs, essays and items 
not issued in a general manner. 
This material if put into the 
market would bring big prices, 
but worst of all it would pos- 
sibly cause the cataloguers to list 
many things not heretofore list- 
ed in the catalogue. These items 
would not be actually issued 
stamps, yet the catalog publishers 
have always had a habit of try- 
ing to load anything that they 
could pass for a stamp into the 
catalogue. 

It would seem high time that 
some definite plan be adopted to 
avoid just what might happen if 
these Roosevelt stamps were turn- 
ed loose in the market. We have 
no objection to anyone who 
wants to collect essays, proofs, 
prints of partially finished stamps 
and the like but we do believe 
that for the best interest of our 
hobby that such items should not 
be listed in our catalogues of is- 
sued stamps. Why not adopt a 
policy in listing, that nothing 
shall be listed except stamps that 
have been placed on sale in the 
usual manner in postoffices, or 
other government agencies, in 
order that the public might pur- 
chase same for usual use. 

The adoption of such a plan as 
this would eliminate much from 
the catalogue and the time is 
coming, if not already here where 
we should strive to simplify our 
hobby rather than to bloat it with 
anything that can be dr agged out 
of the cellar. 

Definitely, the Reseevelt col- 
lection should never be broken 
up and put into the stamp mar- 
ket unless, before this were done, 
a committee of experienced Phil- 
atelists should cull from the col- 
lection every item which isnot 
a regularly issued stamp and 
place such material in a museum 
where it will not come into the 
stamp market.
